in the C entral clinic as a result of 
th e w ounds she received from th e 
.shotgun blast fired a t h er by h er 
husband. S he suffered severe a b ­ 
dom inal wounds a nd also an elbow 
Injury . 
H er husband, w ho told h er after 
th e shooting th a t he was going out­ 
side to com m it suicide, w as found 
late y esterday about 200 y ards lie- 
hind the house w here he hud shot 
him self through th e head. S heriff 
George H ay es said he believed the 
suicide occurred Im m ediately after 
Jackson fatally w ounded his wife. 
T he shooting Is reported to have 
been the clim ax of

quarrels betw een th e couple, accord­ 
ing to th e sh e riff’s office.

There is m isunderstanding about the objectiv es of 
gasoline rationing. Needs hav e changed since the lirst 
driv e for tire conserv ation after Japan sei/» d most of 
the world’s sources of natural rubber. 
Tire conserv ation is still an objectiv e and will con­ 
tinue to be so. 
But to tire conserv ation w 
added, as 
the nation's war effort dev eloped, a second objectiv e— 
fuel conserv ation. It, too, continues to be an objectiv e 
But now a third objectiv e also is acutely important. 
It is automobile conserv ation. 
This 
is 
the year 
when, statistically, the existing supply of automobiles 
must be seriously cut down by a high rate of use w ith­ 
out adequate replacements. Cars with high mileage 
when the automobile industry was conv erted to war 
production already are in thq junk pile, or on the 
biink. Cars with m ileage left in them must be made 
to last indefinitely. 
National welfare is so closely tied up to the use of 
automobiles tl.at they must be conserv ed Any citizen 
who claims the right, to use his car to suit his own 
purposes, without regard to the purpose it serv es in 
the nation's transportation, is taking a shortsighted 
v iew of his responsibility. If OWI were to declare of­ 
ficially what now is a major consideration in mileage 
rationing, the grav ity of the 
growing 
cai shortage 
would answer the thoughtless argum ent that executiv e 
whimsy Is behind ev ery new inconv enience in gasoline 
allowances. 


THE ROAI) BAC K TO FRANCE 
It is apparent that French » troops hav e been giv en 
im portant work in the renewed offensiv e in Ituly. 
At 
the beginning of the cam paigns second week they had 
made the deepest thrust into the east wing of the 
Gustav line. 
The road back to France not merely the land but 
the spirit of France is long and hard. 
If destiny is 
kind. Frenchmen will return us conquerors of the con­ 
querors. 
They will ev en the score for their rout in 
1940 
They will restore to their captiv e countrym en 
some of the pride taken from them ignomtniously by 
the collapse of their strength and the unwholesome 
outcroppings of treachery In their midst. 
They will 
ransom French dignity and, when they hav e recov ered 
it, they will guard it closely. 
It is no secret th at United States troops In Italy 
hav e found it hard sometimes to understand their part 
In the grand strategy of World war II That would not 
be the case with any Frenchm an giv en a chance to 
meet the enemy on Italinn soil. 
Italy's declaration of 
war on France on June 10, 1940, was one of history’s 
most infamous betrayals; four days later, the Germans 
entered Paris without opposition. 
W hatev er territory fighting Frenchm en can win 
in Italy, or anywhere else in the battle to driv e back 
the Germ ans from occupied territory, Is ev en less im ­ 
portant than the restoration ot the spirit of their once 
great nation., 


TALKED TO DEATH 
The rule of cloture, which the senate has refused 
to apply In the case of the bill to outlaw poll taxes as 
a requirement for v oting for president and members 
of congress, has been applied only four tim es sincce 
1917. when an angry executiv e first demanded th at the 
senate prov ide some limit to debate. 
In 1919, it was 
used In the debate on ttie Treaty of Versailles; in 1926 
on the treaty for joining the World Court; in 1927 on 
the M cFadden banking bill and-also on the bill creat­ 
ing tl;e prohibition bureau 
All other attem pts to set 
aside the senate priv ilege of 
talking 
legislation 
to 
death hav e failed. 
The senate's refusal to set aside the priv ilege in 
the present instance is especially significant, because 
it was made by a v ote of 44 to 9(3; the motion failed 
not only to get the tw o-thirds v ote needed, but failed 
to get ev en a m ajority. 
In congress, as ev erywhere 
else, it is uncomfortably ev ident th at there Is some­ 
thing at large In the United States v astly more to be 
feared th an talk, ev en the kind ot talk 
th at degen­ 
erates into a senatorial filibuster—something which 
seeks to elim inate talk in fav or of edict. 
It is unlikely tl.ere will be a filibuster on the a n ti­ 
poll tax bill, ev en without limit on debate. The threat 
of filibuster, itself, Is sufficient

Porridge,

tin* staple, if not the sole article 
of the Scotch diet. 
And 
cereals, 
such as the oats of porridge, hav e 
in m any lands been the m ainstay 
of hum an fuel. 
The maize, or In­ 
diin corn, of the Mexican and Cen­ 
tral American population Is an ex­ 
ample, as well as the rice diet of 
the O riental, the m illet of Negroes 
of the upper Nile. W heat In the 
form of bread Is the staff of life. 
From the 
botanists' 
point 
of 
v i(w the cereals belong to 
the 
grasses. 
In 
Palestine I hav e seen 
wile! wheat growing on the hill- 
-ide.s. T hat was a great day for 
m ankind when some wistful O rien­ 
tal innov ator decided to clow a plot 
of ground and sow the heeds of the 
wild wheat, so that he cold hav e it 
all in one place and gather his 
winter 
supply 
easily 
Instead 
of 
wandering ov er the countryside de­ 
pending on the accidental bounty of 
Nature. 
Widely Used By Man 
W hat v irtues hav e these cereal' 
that they hav e become the m ain or 
the sole diet of mankind in so many 
pants of the world 
To begin with they hav e plenty 
of protein, and protein Is the build­ 
ing block of liv ing structure. Any 
complete food must hav e protein 
The protein molecule is m ade up 
of amino-aeids. There are m any of 


these, but 10 hav e been found to be 
absolutely indi> pensable. We know 
their name? 
and structures. They 
hav e nev er 
been 
synthesized 
in 
any chemical laboratory. We must 
depend on Nature for them . Nine 
of them are necessary to m aintain 
life and one, arginine, is necessary 
for growth. 
The proteins of the cereals are 
classified as 
partially 
complete. 
The\ 
will m aintain life, but not 
growth The gliadin protein of wheat 
is in th. 
class, also th e hordein of 
barle>. and the prolam in of rye. The 
zein protein of corn us incapable 
of m aintaining life or grow th if led 
as the sole protein. In people who 
liv e exclusiv ely on a cereal they 
begin to do so only in early adult 
life. The milk they get in infancy 
and childhood supplies the growth 
factor to start 
them 
off: 
after 
growth is finished they can liv e 
without it -if their protein contains 
the other factors. 
Cereal grains are quite complete 
in ether ways as foods. They hav e 
plent’v of starch and some fat 
to 
supply fuel. They are quite rich in 
minerals Oats hav e calcium (.08» , 
phosphorus 
(.365), 
sulphur f.19•. 
and iron (.003» . W heat has calcium 
(.05). 
phosphorus 
(.10» . 
sulphur 
cC5). and iron ( 0009» . The figures 
represent basic percentages. Notice 
how m uch richer in m ineral content 
oatmeal would be than bread. 
A to v itam ins, they are all lack­ 
ing in C. The O rientals must sup- 
nlement their rice diet with fresh 
fruits or greens in order to av oid 
scurv y. But they are strong in B 
v itamin, although it is largely in 
'h e husk. The widespread occur­ 
rence of the Vitamin B deficiency 
disease, bcrl-beri, or neuritis in Jav a 
and Japan, was due to the habit 
many Oriental people acquired of 
polishing the rice, which resulted in 
remov ing the shell. The cereals hav e 
some G 
v itam in 
which 
prev ents 
pellagia. almost no A v itam in 
Oats Is a fine breakfast dish be­ 
cause it is the most nutritious of 
all cereals, being peculiarly 
rich 
in fat. Rolling oats is a v ery a d­ 
v antageous procedure, 
because 
it 
ruptures the cell walls, and fla t­ 
tens the grains out so th a t they are 
more easily softened by cooking. It 
also alters the fat so th a t It Is less 
likely to become rancid 
and p re ­ 
serv es the natural flav or of the 
grain.

M ay 17.—B u yers of 
trees, shru b s an d roses shou ld m ake 
certain they a re getting live plants, 
an O hio S tate u niversity special­ 
ist w arned today. 
"M any of these b u shes and trees," 
said 
V ictor 
H. 
Ries, 
horticu ltu re 
specialist, ‘are 
long 
since 
dead. 
Som e have b een packaged so long 
they have died on the shelves or in 
storage. O ne reason for this is tha t 
m any of the stores have help not 
acqu ainted 
w ith the necessity 
of 
w atering 
an d 
caring 
for 
these 
plan ts.” 
He cau tioned prospective b u yers 
to "nick" the stem s of su ch stock 
w ith the fingernail. If the cu t in 
the b ark show s green, the pla n t is 
alive. If it show s b row n, the plan t 
is dead. 
M any shru b s and trees are so d e­ 
vitalized b y long storage they re ­ 
qu ire an exceptionally long tim e to 
sta rt root grow th, Ries said.
